SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon: 


My ninth annual school report is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


The fall term opened on September 6. Mrs. Muz- 
zey returned to school at Ryder’s Corner. Two new 
teachers, last June graduates of the Keene Normal 
School, were engaged for the schools at Croydon Fiat 
and East Village. During the Christmas recess the 
request of Miss Russell for a cancellation of her con- 
tract was granted. She was prompted to make the 
request because she resented the discourteous language 
of certain parents to her in the presence of her pupils 
during school hours. 


Parents whose sense of fair play does not deter 
them from such an exhibition of lack of self restraint, 
should bear in mind that State law expressly forbids 
such action and subjects one convicted of such offense 
to a substantial fine or to imprisonment. Any parent 
having a grievance should seek a private interview 
with the teacher, at which the cause of complaint 
should be courteously discussed with a view to an har- 
monious adjustment which shall tend to the best 
interests of the entire school. In any case it is unjust 
to condemn a teacher before she has been accorded a 
hearing.

General Statistics for the Year Ending 
June, 1927 


Total unrepeated registration, 538; average member- 
ship, 39.5; average attendance, 37.3; per cent of 
attendance, 94.4. This compares well with the State 
average attendance of 94.57 for the same year. Cases 
of tardiness, 78. This is nearly 1.3 per pupil. The 
State average of tardiness is almost 1.1. Four children 
were transported at district expense. Four children 
were attending secondary schools. The average salary 
of teachers was $850. The State average salary of 
elementary school teachers for the year 1926-1927 was 
$1,044. Seven visits to the schools were made by 
School Board members, forty-nine by the superinten-

dent, and sixty-eight by citizens. Schools were in 
session 178 days. There were seven no-school days. 
Would it not be advisable to engage teachers to act- 
ually teach 180 days within a period of 387 school 
weeks? Such an arrangement would add 4% to the 
number of school days with no increase in school 
expense. It would be easily accomplished provided 


there were a school recess during the entire week of 
Thanksgiving.
